Tilc American Interpretation ur 
tlie Treaty. 

Tiiey Claim the BiKiit to Fish in 
Canadinu Waters burins: 
1§85 — A Com mission to 
hK .4L|>i>oiiitcd. 



Wahhinoton, Juue '25. — An executive 
notice wua isaned from the statu dopartmeiit 
to-day announcing thitl a tciupon.rj- diplo- 
matic agreement has betu entered iu be- 
tween the goveiumeut of the United States 
and the government of Her Britannic 
Majesty in relation to fishing privileges 
which were granted by the fishery clause.s 
of the treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain of May '28th, 1871, whereby 
the privilege of tishiug, which would other- 
wise have terminated with the treaty clauses 
on tlio 1st of July proximo, may continue 
to be enjoyed by the citizens aud .suKijeets 
of tho two countries engaged in fishing 
operations tbrougliout the season of 188"). 
This agreement proceeds from the iiuituul 
good will of tho two governments, and has 
bobU reached solely to avoid all misuiider- 
atandiug and dilUeulties which might other- 
wise arise from tho abrupt termiuation of 
1885 in the midst of the aeason. The im- 
munity which is accorded by this agn e- 
meut to the veasela belonging to citizens of 
the United States engaged iu fishing iu the 
British-American waters, will likewise he 
extend'sd to British vessels and siibjeels 
engaged iu fishing in waters of the Uuiteil 
St;ifes. The joint resolutions of ocnigres.s 
of March lird, 188^!, providing for the ter- 
mination of thollshery ('hiuses of the treiity 
of May 8th, 1871, having repealed in terms 
the act of March 1st, 1873, for the e.xeeii- 
tion of the fishing articles, aud that repeal 
being expressed and absolute from the date 
of termination of said lishing artieli^s under 
due notification given aud proclaimeil liy 
the president of the United States. Inly 1st, 
1885, the present temporary agreement iu 
no way afl'eets the question of statutory eu- 
actineut or exemption from customs duties, 
as to which the abrogation of the ilshiug 
articles remain compli.'tu as part oi this 
agreement. The president will bring the 
whole question of tho lisheries before con- 
gress at its next scstiion in December, and 
recoininencl the appointmeut of a joint 
commission. Tho goveruiueuts of llie 
United States ami (Ireat Britain consider 
tho nmtter iu the interest of maintaining 
goodneighborhood and friendly intoroourse 
between the two countries, thus affording a 
prospect of negotiation for the development 
aud extension of trade between tho "United 
States aud British North America.

Wiiat Will be Done thliTTeaVt'o 
Develop Tiieiii.

Mr. Amoa Bowman, mining and civil 
engineer, of tho Dominion geological sur- 
vey, arrived from Ottawa yesterday on a 
naission that ia of great moment to the 
interests of this province, that of specially 
examining the mineral deposits of Cari- 
boo, and reporting and mapping[ the same; 
and obtaining every guueral Fuforniation 
possible in reference to tho mines of tho 
district. Tho work of tho Dominion sur- 
voy in this province has heretofore been 
confined to lucaling and examining a cer- 
tain bolt i:i blocks to connect with sur- 
veys in the east, so us to have one con- 
linuoua belt from aea to sea. 

The Dominion and provincial author- 
ities have combined this year, and each 
appropriated ;g2,r)00 for tho purpose of 
tho pre.ient survey. In previous years 
the amount aet apart was too small to 
allow of more than a supurtieial survey 
being made, for the geologist had to iilso 
act as geographer. The appropriation 
this year will obviate this, and' the ser- 
vices of a geographer have been secured 
for that special work. Mr. McCoy, of 
Ottawa, a graduate of McGill, haa been 
sent out as a general aaaistant, boing 
apociaKy adapted for that position, while 
Mr. Voligny, of New Westminster, haa 
been employed Ba daughtsmanJa^d to no 
graphical assistant, which will eh'ablo the 
work done to be reported quickly, as 
diaughting can be done while in the 
liehi. 

Ml. Bowman will thus be able to de- 
vote his whole time to the geological 
work, and will examine the various min- 
ing districts in Cariboo, and ifriii'iiXppctod 
that good results will he mude'. The de- 
sign IS to map out the placer iniiiea where 
worked, and denote them on a map, with 
amounls of gold taken out marked, and 
also to locate and determine tho extent 
and worth of quartz ledges. The direc- 
tion and extent of the gravel furmutions 
will be gathered, and every information 
that will be of use in mining will be clearly 
shown in map form. Districts that 
have been worked will be mainly fidl(jwed. 
The benches of iho Fraaor will also l)0 ex- 
amined. These wore undoubtedly a lake 
country and extend into the mountains to 
gravel deposits, some uf which ountain 
gold while others do not. 

Another feature that Will be demon- 
strateil, it ia thought, is that the rich min- 
eral deposits which occur in Utah and 
north of that sl.ite also exist in this pro- 
vince iu the same mineral bell. There ia 
little doubt but the rich deposits which 
prevail south also exist in the districts of 
this pro viiico and northward 't'o Alaska. 
Of course this will all have to bo detor- 
ntined afterwards by tho prospector. I^ow- 
evor tho maps will be prepared showing 
the mineral belt in tho province which will 
[irovo of great assistance to the prospector 
ill his Work. 

Tho age of the gravel deposits will alao 
be determined, whether turtiary, glacial 
voleapic. or a later period, and it will be 
aliown when and how these deposits were 
placed in Cariboo. The reports will bo 
printed and given to the public as quickly 
as made, and the means at the disposal of 
the survey are such that this can be readi- 
ly done. 

The party is rather late in making a 
start, but this has been occasioned by the 
delay in making tho Dominion appropri- 
ation, caused by tho debate on tho friui- 
chiae. Besides tho genloiiist, geographer 
and two assiataiua, an experienced packer 
and cook and general helper will be em- 
ployed to look after tho aupplies. 

A start will probably be made on M in- 
day and Mr. Bowman and party proceed 
to the interior and immediately begin the 
work.

Complaints are bo- 
ing made by all in the trade, both impor- 
ters and jobbers, of the complete stagna- 
tion of business, sales beiii<; light and 
prices unsatisfactory. A good gage to the 
market is the recent bidding for tho school 
and other departments. It is a mystery 
how coal can bu mined, freighted to mar- 
ket, and delivered as wanted to the con- 
sumer, at the contract price awarded; tho 
profit, if any, must be absurdly light. Yet 
the voracious manner in which the con- 
tracts are hungered after too clearly in- 
dicate that trado uiiiat bo unusually (juiot.

Sill, — On the ninth of Jlay last boing 
one of a party about to proceed to tho Big 
Bend country on a prospecting trip Mr- 
Vowell appointed me a recorder in that 
portion of his district. (Jur party of four 
started up to f^i Porte by trail and then 
packed over the old trail to the mouth of 
McCullough croeK. Wo proapuoted up 
McCullough creek, and (mi tho 10th of 
.luiie were fortunate enough to diaoover 
two quartz ledgfs carrying free gold in 
largo quantities. Where di.scovered these 
lodges appeared to eoinipct, one running 
about magnetic north and tho other a 
point or two west of tree nm-lh. The 
point where the discovery was made ia on 
the face of a knoll which forma the two 
forks of McCullough creek. The wester- 
ly ledge was traced across a low divide to 
Camp creek about IfiOO foot; those claims 
hove been staked oil and recurded as the 
homestead sixth.

Farwell Assixes. 

The following is the preseutmeiit of the 
grand jury at tho recent Farwell aaaizo 
couit: 

Tho grand jury in concluding ' their 
duties respectfully present — 

That the viait of the supreme court to 
this district, particularly of your honor in 
person, is very satisfactory to tho in- 
habitants. 

The existence ef rich placer, gold 
(piartz and silver beariiiy niiiius in iho 
liig Heiul region makes the question of 
access thereto for prospectors and minors' 
supplies a very important one. 

Tho proposed rail*iy bridge stops 
steamboat navigation at the town of Far- 
well, and the railway onibaukinent to the 
north of this town obstructs acceaa by 
trail or road to the above region. The 
euibankuient being formed of fine sand 
and dust without any provision boing 
made for its protection tho material is 
blown over the town in clouds, much to 
tho injury of the traders' goods, etc., and 
the inconvenience of tho public at large. 

The distance of tho gold cominiaaionor'a 
nflico from tho Big Bend is a subject of 
goneral complaint on tho part of tho min- 
ing population. The district of Koot- 
enay is too e.xtenaive to form a single ad- 
ministrative district. It might be sub- 
divided with advantage into two districts 
by tho southern line of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific railway bolt of laiul; the northern 
district to include the Columbia rivor to 
I'liited States bouiidaiy. 

The calendar of criminal ollieiicoa at 
the present assize is light, but many 
serious crimes «gainst the person and 
against property have hoen conimittod in 
rural parts of the disinct by olieiidera, 
who remain unpunished, owing to tho in- 
sulficieiicy of tho police, and the defec- 
tive accommodation for accused persons 
and prisoners. 

Tliu appoiiiiment of an experienced 
stipendiary and a trained constable in 
Ihia district by tho provincial government 
and the provision of a suitable, though 
somewhat small courthou.sc, hiivo given 
much aatisfaction t p tin; punple and al- 
ready had the best results. 

The Canadian Pacilio Railway Co. make 
a charge for wagons, foiit passonjiera, 
freight and cattle on thoir temporary 
hridgo, by which locomotion is taxed 
without any charter from the provincial 
government. 

Tho aciioii taken in oonsoquenca of the 
dillerences betweun the Dominion and 
provincial governmonta with respect to 
the right of issuing liquor licenses has 
inflicted the greatest hardship and loss 
upon many vespeotablo lieeii.sed liotol- 
keepera und traders iu an iiiipoitant 
branch of the-ir general business and haa 
curtailed the trado of the pruviiice. | 

Tho absence of any postal service to 
ooiinecj^ eitlier the oud of tho track at 
Donald, on tho east, and Eagle I'aas 
Ivandiiig— its fruserit terminal point on 
tho west — with this place is a serious in- 
convonienco and loss to ita inhabitants 
and a hindrance to tho trade of the coun- 
try. The grand jury hope again and 
often to have the advantage of your 
honor's prenonce as a judge uf asaixu. and 
thoy feel sure that in futiii-e visits you 
will find this young town which, si.x 
weeks ago was practically destroyed by 
lire, to have more of the ciiaracteristics 
of a aubstaiuial thriving place.
